Curious Case of a Poller Involving
Kan Interesting Points la

England.

cently came to light in London In con-

ALIENS FILL OUR PRISONS.

Report of Commissioner of Immigra-
tion Shows a Startling Con-

dition of Affairs.

A startling condition of affairs Is
shown by a recent report of Commis-
sioner General of immigration Sar-
gent It chows the number of aliens
in confinement In penal and charitable
Institutions in the United States dur-
ing the first four months of the pres-
ent year, and deal only with those
aliens who have been in this country
less than five years. '

There are confined in the institu-
tions covered by the report 28,939
males and 15,643 females, all o(
whom have not becone citizens of Un-

united States. Of this number 3,995
are Imprisoned for grave offenses.
5,686 for minor crimes, while 20,279
are Insane and 14,604 are paupers.
